remarkable thing about the incident, 
according to one witness, was that Of- 
ficer Cooper was just about to get into 
her patrol car when the collision oc- 
curred. Had she been one split second 
quicker in opening the car door, all wit- 
nesses agree, she would be dead today. 

The driver who was hit by his own 
car in the chain reaction was taken to 
the hospital, but there is no word yet 
on his condition. 

The patrol car (one of our newer 
vehicles) appears to have been totally 
destroyed. (I hope that guy had some 
insurance.) ; 

This is just one more example of 
why drunk-driving laws should be more 
strictly enforced, and why newer and 
tougher laws should be enacted to re- 





quire a mandatory jail sentence for any- 
one caught driving while intoxicated. 
A human life is not worth the couple of 
hours that a person stays high from al- 
cohol or anything else. A human life is 
much more valuable than a “good time” 
drinking. 

Good cops are hard to come by. We 
happen to have some good ones, and 
it would be ashame for one of them to 
get killed because of some booze-head 
blowing his money in a bar or at a party 
store. 

Cooper can consider herself lucky: 
she is alive. Next time it could be re- 
versed, and she could be killed in the 
line of duty just because someone tips 
the bottle a little too often for a little 
too long.

On September 28, 1990, ground was 
broken for the new senior citizen build- 
ing to be constructed on Wayne Road 
just south of Goddard, across from City 
Hall.

Cooperative Services believes that 
senior citizens themselves make the 
best decisions about their housing. 

A fact sheet (with information about 
who to contact if you are interested in 
putting your name on a waiting list) will 


_ be available at the Romulus Senior Cen- 


ter, located at 36515 Bibbins. 

This project is unlike other Area sen- 
ior-citizen housing in that it is govern- 
ment funded and will remain so. This 
means that rent will always be based 
on income and will not revert to fair mar- 
ket value after a set number of years. 

Romulus senior citizens, be warned: 
only 65 one-bedroom apartments will 
be available in this three-story building, 
and it behooves us to fill this new facility 
with our own residents. 0

A Letter to the Editor 


I write in response to your Septem- 
ber 5, 1990 article concerning Romulus 
schools. You ask for understanding in 
the current educational plight. | can’t 
understand why you did not confirm 
Dr. Bedell’s statements with a leader 
of the teachers’ organization. The tone 
of the article was very damaging to the 
teachers. You spread negativism to the 
public that willbe heard echoing through 
the halls of our schools. The teachers’ 
Pay was reportedly increased to $48,312 
for those with a masters degree anda 
decade of experience. (Actually | believe 
the amount was incorrect and the aver- 
age teacher probably has closer to two 


decades of experience.) Obviously you , 


understand that teachers make more 
than the average Romulus resident. 
Teachers jobs are envied by those who 
have never tried to teach 30 to 40 active 
children. You left out the rest of the 
story. 

The issue of contention, in my un- 
derstanding, is the absence of the ac- 
tual contract for the past four years 
which you seemed to blame on the 
teachers. A contract is an agreement 
between two parties to establish pre- 
dictability and foster trust. A contract 
for the teachers means not only a reg- 
ular paycheck, but a manageable class 
size, the inability to be moved from sec- 
ond grade to senior high at the whim of 
an administrator, etc., etc. A contract 
for administration means the teach- 
ers will arrive at school in September. 
They’re here in our classrooms! The 
teachers upheld their end. Without a 
contract it’s the teachers that lose, not 
the administration. Teachers lose the 
ability to effectively teach. Teachers 
lose trust in their administration. The 
children of Romulus lose. 

At best you have added to the resi- 
dents apathy towards the schools. At 
worst you’ve added to the anger and 
distrust. Children learn to dislike learn- 
ing when their parents make negative 
comments about teachers and school. 


You owe the Romulus people an apol- 
ogy. Responsible reporting includes 
both sides of the story.

Dear Concerned Reader, 

'_ Inyour very last statement, you say 
that responsible reporting includes both 
sides of the story. | agree. (See, I’m not 
such a bad guy after all.) However, over 
the last couple of years, | have found 
that your union does not want to talk 
to the press (this newspaper in particu- 
lar). It is therefore difficult to present 
your union’s side of anything. The arti- 
cle was not intended to be damaging 
to the teachers; it was, however, in- 
tended to be factual, and | presented 
those facts that | was able to determine. 
If those were “damaging,” so be it. 

As for yourcomment on the length 
of teacher tenure, my statement that, 
“...a teacher with a master’s degree 
and 11 years of experience (which 82% 
of our teachers have)...” implies that 
82% of our teachers have at least 17 
years of experience; | am fully aware 
that some of them have been teaching 
longer (and I’m sure that most other 
people are smart enough to figure that 
out, too). 

Yes, | agree that not many residents 
earn $48,312 per year (and | have no 
reason to disbelieve that figure, which 
came from the School Board), and | 
know that a good teacher works hard 
for his/her pay — but so do the rest of 
us. Even the Mayor of Romulus doesn’t 
make that kind of money, and she works 
12 months a year, often putting in 12- 
to 16-hour days, and instead of man- 
aging 30 people, she oversees several 
hundred. Nor does she “work to rule,” 
as many teachers do. Should | continue 
to explain that to the parents? 

| did not say that | blamed the teach- 
ers for the absence of a signed contract. 
| blame the Union and some of the Union: 
leaders who work for this school dis- 
trict. (Names are available if you would 
like them.) 

You say that the teachers upheld 
their end of an agreement (unsigned); 
well, it appears to me that the Board 
upholds its end, too (you have been paid 
for your efforts — it’s not as though 
you’ve been working for free all this 
time), and has further demonstrated its 
good faith by granting significant raises 
without the signed document of which 
you speak. | disagree with your asser- 
tion that it is the teachers who lose 
without a contract. The way | see it, it’s 
the students who lose out when alleged- 
ly highly educated, adult people cannot 
reach a sensible agreement and force 
their union to sign a contract. If that is 
the case, then maybe you should re- 
place your union with one that would 
seem to have more of your welfare at 
heart. 

You say that | have added to the resi- 
dents’ apathy, and may have further 


amplified their anger and distrust. | do 
not believe that to be the case. In fact, 
all that | have heard from the supposedly 
irate citizens is that they are glad that 
1 have informed them about what is go- 
ing on. 

| do not owe anyone an apology, 
and | am not going to give one. 

Normally, | don’t have a problem 
with teachers, especially those who 
teach elementary school. | believe that 
probably the majority of our teachers 
are doing a good job — but there are 
always those few who make it bad for 
the rest. And as far as parents making 
negative comments about teachers to 
their children is concerned, | am not 
responsible for that; that problem has 
existed in this town for many years. 

You have to understand that, just 
because most people don’t make over 
$48,000 a year, it doesn’t mean that they 
are stupid. They really do have eyes and 
minds of their own. 

By the way — you talk about con- 
tributing to negative attitudes and a 
whole catalog of other things of which 
1am supposedly guilty. Who is it who 
wears black arm bands, stages histri- 
onic “funerals” for education, and 
makes disparaging comments about 
the School Board to parents? It sure 
as hell isn’t me! 

Trying to use psychology on me 
doesn’t work — facts do!

During this current legislative ses- 
sion, many new laws have been passed 
that have been designed to help make 
life easier and less expensive for Mich- 
igan’s older residents. 

For example, new laws allow insur- 
ance companies to offer retired seniors 
over the age of 60 the option of waiving 
work loss coverage on their automobile 
insurance coverage. Present Michigan 
law requires auto insurance policies to 
provide benefits to cover lost wages, 
as well as certain expenses necessary 
for care, recovery, and rehabilitation. 
Under the new law, older individuals 
would still receive reimbursement for 
expenses, but could be exempted from 
paying for lost wage coverage, which 
many retired people donot wantorneed. 

Legislation that would strengthen 
State laws against abuse of older people 
has received full legislative approval. 
The new measure will modernize ex- 
isting language and improve the em- 
phasis of Michigan’s Adult Protective 
Services Act, thereby improving its en- 
forceability. The prominent role sub- 
stance abuse can play in physical abuse 
of older persons is also addressed in the 
new law. 

Under a bill approved by the Legisla- 
ture, insurance companies will be permit- 
ted, but not required, to offer discounted 
individual homeowner's insurance to 
people 55 years of age and older. Con- 


sideration of age has not been allowed 
when establishing rates for individual 
policies. This measure is intended to 
stimulate honest competition between 
insurance companies and give senior 
homeowners a break in their annual 
premiums. 

A package of bills passed by the 
Legislature would provide additional 
funds for elder respite centers, where 
older people in need of care can stay 
fora few hours ora few days, giving their 
Caregivers some relief. A new Respite 
Care Fund will be supported by recovery 
of State health insurance checks that 
were not cashed within seven years. 
The amount of the check will revert to 
the new fund, which will distribute the 
money to local agencies that provide 
respite services for older people. 

The Legislature has also authorized 
a Center for Rural Health, to be operated 
by the State and a major Michigan uni- 
versity. Experts at the center will develop 
a coordinated rural health plan and pro- 
mote health education for rural residents 
and medical professionals. Rural areas 
have a higher percentage of older and 
poorer people, and higher unemploy- 
ment rates, with more individuals and 
families lacking ample health insurance. 

Michigan’s older residents deserve 
all the protection they can get. As more 
people are living longer than at any time 
in the past, State lawmakers must al- 
ways be exploring innovative ways to 
ease the burden for all older people.

Point of Law

Aprerequisite to avalid drunk driving 
arrest is a valid stop. If adefendant can 
show that the police officer lacked a 
legally sufficient basis for making the 
stop, then the charges against him/her 
would be dismissed. 

A police officer may stop a motor 
vehicle for any misdemeanor violation 
or civil infraction committed in his/her 
presence. An officer may also stop a 
motor vehicle for the purpose of inquiry, 
if the stop is based on a resonable sus- 
picion of criminality. For example, if 
the officer has information that a red 
Ford pickup truck was used in an armed 
robbery, the officer could stop ared Ford 
Pickup truck in the area of the-robbery. 
If the driver of the truck, even though 
innocent of the robbery, was intoxicated, 
an operating under the influence of li- 
quor (OUIL) ticket could be issued. 

The law specifically allows a police 
officer to arrest a person for an alcohol- 
related offense not committed in his/her 
presence if there has been an accident. 
The officer must have probable cause 
to believe that: 1) the person was the 
driver at the time of the accident; 2) 
the person was operating the vehicle 
on a highway or other place open to the

When an officer arrives at the scene 
of a one-car accident, with a person 
standing outside of the vehicle, an OUIL 
ticket is often issued. The defendant 
will probably assert that the prosecution 
will not be able to prove that the defen- 
dant was operating the motor vehicle. 

The prosecution will usually attempt 


to prove that'the defendant was oper- - 


ating the vehicle by using the defen- 
dant’s own statements made to the ar- 
resting officer. Most people acknowl: 
edge to the officer that they were oper- 
ating the vehicle. 


The second way of proving that the 


defendant was operating the vehicle. 


is by circumstantial evidence. Most ju- 
ries will presume that the vehicle did 
not appear at the accident scene with- 
out a driver.

Recently, | have received some com- 
ments on our withdrawal from the South 
Central Conference that truly make 
sense, but do not warrant our rethink- 
ing that decision. 

It’s true that the South Central Con- 
ference is one of the top Class A leagues 
in the State, with a number of State 
Championships to boast about. It is 
also true that League affiliation gives 
our athletes a “second season” to com- 
pete in, with the opportunity to win the 
League Championship. 

Winning, although very important 
to all people involved with athletics, is 
not the “ultimate goal” of high school 
sports. We are moving our program in 
a direction that would allow our ath- 
letes to be more successful in life fol- 
lowing graduation. We want to give our 
athletes a positive, worthwhile experi- 
ence that will help them grow as young 
men and young women to better fill a 
later role as an adult in our society. 

Our coaching staff emphasizes aca- 
demics (study tables are common for 
all sports); not all SCC schools do. Our 
staff emphasizes sportsmanship (three 
State awards to Romulus High School 
last year); not all SCC teams do. Our 
staff emphasizes team unity (no one is 
larger than the good of the whole team); 
not all SCC teams follow that concept, 
either. 

The future of our district looks very 
bright. Being “‘out-of-formula’ is going 
to generate funds for our schools that 
are going to allow us to improve all as- 
pects of education in Romulus. 

In November, the voters in Romulus 
are going to have a unique opportunity 
to vote for a $45-million ‘bond issue” 
that WILL NOT RAISE their current tax 
rate one penny. This money, if approved, 
will help to develop our current facilities 
into the form that our athletes and our 
community deserve. rege 

As a taxpayer, employee, and ath- 
letic director in this school district, | 
am truly excited about what may hap- 
pen in the next few years in our district.

ommended by the manufacturer and 
replace batteries once a year. 
Clean the attic, basements, closets, 
and garage. Throw out old newspa- 
pers, rubbish, and other combustibles. 
Make sure that flammable liquids 
such as gasoline, paint thinner, var- 
nish, paint, lighter fluid, and oils are 
kept in tightly closed, approved con- 
tainers and are stored in a cool, dry 
place away from furnaces or other 
heat sources. 

“. Afireplace should have ametalscreen 
or glass doors installed in the open- 
ing to prevent escaping sparks or 
embers fromigniting household com- 
bustible materials. 

e Electrical extension cords should not 
be overloaded. They should be out in 
the open, and not laid over hooks, 
placed under rugs, or run through 
doorways where they may become 
worn and create short circuits. 

e Haveyourchimney and chimney con- 
nector inspected and cleaned before 
and during each heating season, es- 
pecially if a wood-burning appliance 
is used. 


e Fumacesandheatingsystems should 
be checked and cleaned at least once 
a year. 

By inspecting for fire hazards and 
correcting them, most home fires can 
be prevented. 

A Home Fire-safety Tour 

We can reduce the danger of fire 
dramatically by taking a fire-safety tour 
of our homes right now, looking for fire 
hazards. Start your fire safety tour where 
most home fires start: the living areas. 

Living Rooms, Family Rooms, and 
Recreation Rooms — If anybody smokes 
in your home, you need large ashtrays 
that won’t tip over. A dropped cigarette 
can smolder for hours in an upholstered 
chair before bursting into flame. 

Make ahabit of seeing that matches 
and lighters are out of children’s reach. 
Teach children that matches and light- 
ers are tools for adults, not toys. 

Check with your fire department to 
make sure wood-burning stoves are in- 
stalled properly, and have your chimney 
cleaned at least once a year. 

Portable heaters can also pose a 
fire hazard. If you are using a kerosene

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heater, use caution and fuel it according 
to the manufacturer's instruction. 

Check for electrical cords and plugs 
that are cracked, worn, or frayed and 
for overloaded electrical outlets. 

Basement, Utility, and Storage Areas 
— Dispose of unnecessary trash that 
could fuel a fire, including sawdust and 
wood shavings around the work 
bench. 

If there is a fuse box, is it equipped 
with proper-sized fuses, with spares 
handy? If a fuse blows or a circuit-break- 
er trips, try to find the cause.
